Washin , July 3.-—It is reported here, 
_ from en ey deemed reiiable authority, 
_ that Admiral Sempson’s fleets to-day engag- 
ed the fleet of Admiral Cervera and Joe: a 
destroyed it. Later, the following despatch 
was received at the war department, Playa 
del Este. The signal officer confirms the 
statement that ail the Spanish fleet except 
one warship has been destroyed and is 
burning on the beach. The affiair was 
witnessed by Capt. Smith, who told the 
operators that there is no doubt of its cor- 
rectness. (Signed) Allen, signal officer. 

The following cable despatch was given 
out at the White House afterwards: Playa 
del Este, July 3-d.—The destruction of 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet is confirmed. 
(Signed) Allen, Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Washington, July 4th.—At midnight the 
following statement was given out at the 
White House: Shafter telegraphs: Playa 
de! Este, ‘Early this morning I sent a om 
mand for the immediate surrender of 
Santiago, threatening to bombard the city. 
I believe the place has surrendered.”  ‘I"his 
contradicts the report that Shafter has 
fallen back. The despatch from Shafter 
reads as follows: “‘ Camp near Seville, July 
3rd. To Secretary of War, Washington : 
We have the town well invested to the 
north and west, but witha very thin line. 
Upon approaching it we found it of such 
character and defences so strong that it will 
be impossible to carry it by storm with our 
present forces. Our losses up to date 
aggregate a thousand, but list has not yet 
been made. There is but little sickness 
outside exhaustion from the intense heat 
and exertion ef battle on Friday and the 
almost constant fire which was kept on us 
from the trenches. The wagon road to the 
rear was kept opened up with some ditii- 
culty on account of the rains, but we will 
be able to use it for the present. General 
Wheeler is seriously ill and will probably 
have to go to the rear to-day. 
General Young is also very ill. He is 
confined to his bed. General Hawkins was 
slightly wounded in the foct during a sortie 
the enemy made last night, which was 
handsomely repulsed. The behaviour of 
our troops was wmagnificient. General 
Garcia, as reported, holds the railroads 
tron San Luis. He burned the bridge and 
removed the rails. General Pando has 
arrived at Palma. The French consul with 
about 400 French citizens came into Garcia’s 
line yesterday from Santiago. I have 
directed the Cubans to treat them with 
every courtesy possible (Sgd) Shafter, 
major general.

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CROW’S NEST LABOR. 
The talks Messrs. Van Horne and 
Shaughnessy have recently beer: giv- 
ing the newspapers regarding the 


treatment of laborers on the Crow's 


Nest pass do no€ improve the position 
of the company in the public mind to 
any great degree. Sir William Van 
Horne, in k's remarks, chose to be 
jecular, and intimated that in railway 
construction camps there never were 
enough feather beds te go round. He 
toox the ground that railway work 
necessarily involved hardship and that 
the hardships were no greater on the 
Crow’s Nest work than on the main 
line of the C.P.R. In regard to 
this contention it is fitting to remark 
that even if the conditions on the C. 


P. KR. main line were undesirable ; an ; 


excuse existed for those conditions 
then, which does not exist now. 
That was a case of rush, through al- 
most unknown country, far from any 
ordinary base of supplies. Certainly 
excuses might be put forward in that 
case which cannot be put forward in 
the case of the Crow’s Nest road. In 
any case railroading methods have im- 
proved in many ways since the C. P. 
R. main line was built the world 
generally has improved; and people 
are not now ready to accept the same 
treatment of even railway navvies as 
they were then. 

But it is not true that the con- 
ditions were no worse on the Crow’s 
Nest railway than on the C. P. R. 
main line. Everyone knows that in 
the haste of that construction there 
was a carelessness of expense from 
which men derived some compénsa 
tion for their extra discomforts, or 
were «nabled to provide better for 
themselves. The leading feature on 
the Crow’s Nest pass work, as every- 
one also knows, was niggardliness to 
the most extreme degree. So that 
there was no possible compensation for 
extra discomforts, and the mer. had no 
means with which to provide for their 
own comfort. It was that this con- 
dition of things should exist on the 
Crsw’s Nest work, in distinction from 
that prevailing on the C. P. R. main 
line, that Mr. Haney was employed as 
manager of construction by the C. F. 
R. instead of the work being let in 
It is plain that a 
man working for $2.00 a day wages, 
or on a peity contract—station work, 
so-called—which would possibly yield 
him considerably more, may willingly 
put up with greater discomfort, or is 
in a better position to make himself 
comparatively comfortable at his own 
expense, than the man who only gets 
$1.50 a day, with all sorts of dockages 
against it, and who has no chance to 
get petty contracts at a paying rate. 
This expresses one great difference 
between the conditions on the Crow’s 
Nest work and that on the main line. 
Another great difference is that on 
the main line if a man was discharged 
by one contractor he could get work 
from another one. That was not the 
case on the Crow’s Nest. work which 
was all under a single management. 
If aman was put off one contract he 
was not allowed to go on another,— 
even if he wanted to—and there was 
very little object in wanting to. It 
was to prevent the freedom of the 
men, and consequent greater expense, 
that the C. P. R. chose to keep the 
construction in their own hands under 
a single manager ; the sole purpose 
being to run down wages and accom- 
modation to the lowest possible point. 
This is of course what they are pleased 
to designate as business; but laborers 
have rights as well as railway com- 
panies, and there is business from 
their point of view as well as from 
that of the company. 

Mr. Shaughnessy in an interview 
given the Montreal Witness does not 
better the position of his company 
any. Speaking of the diphtheria cases 
he said they were heartrending. If 
any person had been guilty of cruelty 
in those cases the company would 
wish to see them punished. But the 
duty of punishment lay with the gov- 
ernment. The men had not been 
taken into any camps on the way 
down became self preservation jm- 
pelled the men at those camps not to 
let (them in. 1f there was negligence

or cruelty that might have bee: 
avoided under the peculiar circum- 
stance the guilty parties shou'd be 
punished. This all sounds very fine. 


important fact that his company 
caused these men and all other Jabor- 
ers onthe work to be docked 50c a 
month on the understanding that 
this money was to be used to provide 
medical attendance. For the very 
reason set forth by Mr. Shaughnessy 
ais an excuse for the diphtheria patients 
being dragged to their death through a 
blinding snow storm, medical attend- 
ance without hospital accommodation 
is of little value. He knows that on 
the C. P>R. main line work, when 
the 50c a month was docked hospital 
accommodation was provided. He 
knows that the 50c a month received 
from the men for medicai attendance 
was not paid out for such attendance, 
or if it was the money was handled 
most wastefully. The heartrending 
nature of these cases and the cruelty 
shown in regard to them did not arise 
from the circumstances at the time, 
but because the C. P. R. which took 
the men’s money did not provide for 
there proper treatment when they 
were sick. It was not the teamster, 
who was to blame, not yet the men in 
the contractors’ camps, nor even M. J. 
Haney, general manager—it was the 
directors of the C. P. R., who took 
the paltry 50c a month of laboring 
men and did not give them value for 
it. As to the desire of the C. P. R. 
to see justice done in the matter ; it 
was at the instance of the manager of 
construction that the injunction 


|against holding the inquest which 


would have brought out the facts and 
possibly have rendered the company 
liable for substantial damages, was 
obtained. 

Mr. Shaughnessy further said it was 
because the wages offered were the 
highest in Canada that so mary men 
flocked to the work. In the first 
place the wages offered were not high 
enough to induce enough good rail- 
readers to flock to the work or it 
would not have been necessary for the 
agents of the company in Ottawa and 
vicinity to hire so many very undesir- 
able men as they admittedly did, nor 
to make the false representations to 
such as they hired, as they admittedly 
did. And in the next place the wages 
offered had nothing to do with the 
case. It was the wages actually re- 
ceived that counted. And what they 
were cap best be judged by the num- 
bers flocking away from the work, not- 
withsianding the terrors of the police 
court which were invoked, and the 
effort to starve the men sub- 
mission by issuing orders to contract- 
ors along the line that they must not 
even give food to men leaving the 
On this latter point Mr. 
Shaughnessy is particutarly strong. 
He said that to allow men leaving the 
work to receive food on their way out 
“would have the most demoralizing 
effect.” That is to say, men would: not 
be compelled by straight force of 
starvation to work for wages that left 
them in debt month after month, 
under conditions that bred diphtheria,

Mr. Burbank got directions from the 
Indians by which he went.

Mr. Burbank was six days 
in returning from the Nelson river to 
his post on Pine river. He estimates 
the distance at 80 miles, or b»tween 
160 and 170 from St. John; The 
country between Pine river and the 
Nelson is pretty heavily wooded, but 
there is plenty of feed for horses on the 
way. For part of the distance the 
woods have been burnt and there is 
considerable fallen timber which 
makes the travelling difficult. In a 
few rs when most of this timber 
falls down it will be impossible 
to travel through it unless a trail is 
cut. He was informed by the In- 
dians, however, that a somewhat 
longer route further to the east would 
have passed through less - difficult 
country, being more rolling and more 
lightly timbered. There was- some 
muskeg on the route which he follow- 
ed, but nothing to hinder the cutting 
out of a good trail. The divide be- 
tween the Pine river and the Nelson 
is very high and from the summit 
there is a grand view of the 
valley of the east branch of the Nelson 
and the walls of the canon of the 
west branch can be seen in the far 
distance. If a road were to be made 
from the Peace river at the junction 
of the Smoky to the Nelson by the 
St. John trail it would not be neces- 
sary to cross the deep valley of the 
Pine river. By turning northwest- 
ward after crossing what is known as 
the Big Muskeg, about forty miles 
east of St. John, the trail to his trad- 
ing post would be easily reached. This 
trail passes up the west side of the 
Pine from Fort St. John and crosses 
it to the east side below the forks, 
about 30 miles up. It then follows 
the east side of the east branch to the 
lakes iz: which Hay river heads,which 
is a favorite hunting ground of the 
Peace river Indians. He describes 
the course of the streams at the 
watershed between the Pine, Hay and 
Nelson rivers as very deceiving, the 
commencement of a stream given no 
assurance of its ultimate course. 

Mr. Burbank has been nine years 
in the Peace river country chiefly in 
the vicinity of Fort St.John. He 
w'll return next week.

The flat bottomed 
stern wheel boats are chiefly intended 
to aid in the down trip and may not be 
used afterwards, but ts pzopollers are 
intended for permanent use on. the 
Mackenzie and the Peel. Nine of the 
boats are propellers and four stern- 
wheelers. There is also machinery for 
two more steamers lying at the Land- 
ing, but may not be used this season. 


Transportation facilities on the Fort 
Smith portage have been greatly im- 
proved this season. E. Nagle took 
down two teams of horses for use on 
the portage. The Alaska Mining & 
Transportation Co. took two teams, 
Colin Fraser, of Chipewyan, bought 
two yoke of oxen aad a team of horses 
from persons coming down Peace river, 
and the H. B. Co. added i4 horses to 
their already large freighting outfit. 
Portage rates were reduced from a cent 
to half a cent a pound for the 16 
miles, 


Mr. Clark estimates that up to the 
time he left 130 boats had gone down 
the rapids, The first boats of the sea- 
son, 56 in the fleet, reached McMurray 
on May 27th. The destination of 
fuliy three-fourths of those going down 
the Athabasca was Peel river and the 
remaining fourth the Liard river. Mr. 
Clark has full faith in the Mackenzie 
route, and will guarantee to take a 
party through to Dawson City in 
canoes in 60 days from Edmonton, 
carrying their own supplies forthe trip, 
provided the start is not made not later 
than July 15th. 


Regarding the blasting operations of 
last winter at Grand Rapids in which 
he was engaged, Mr. Clark says that 
the effort was to get a channel by 
which boats could be safely let down 
through the rapids along the east bank. 
There were three particular rocks 
which could not possibly be ‘altogether 
avoided. He eucceeded in getting out 
two of them, so that the third can now 
be avoided. In other seasons boats 
always struck on one of these rocks. 
This seaaon no boat has struck on 
them. He also took out tree rocks 
further down, which had also been 
greatly in the way. The two principal 
rocks removed were about twelve feet 
in diameter and required three blasts 
in each to remove them. He could 
not do more at the time owing to the 
ice being piled up over most of the 
rocks. He is satisfied from careful ex- 
amination of the river that a channel 
could be cleared out on the east side of 
the river so as to let any boat which 
could land at the police detachment at 


ing.
